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RESEARCH AND THE HORSE 

The launching of Sputnik t ry the U. SS. R. 
fying impact, the fact that no nation can survive 
front rank place in the world of scientific research. This has long been 
recognised by our leaders in business and finance who set aside annually 
a very sizable percentage of their budgets to maintain their own labora- 
tories or to employ outside research agencies. In agriculture the results 
achieved by research on the part of universities, state agencies and the 
Federal government have been equally outstanding. Roughly speaking, 
during the first half of this century our agricultural population has de- 
creased 80 per cent, while our total population has increased about the 
same amount. Nevertheless the quality and quantity of our food and other 
farm products is not only greater than ever before, but is more than we 
can consume. 

Vhat is research doing for the business or, rather, what should 
it be doing? It is a big business. In Thoroughbred racing will return 
to the various states in the form of taxes about $225,000,000 dollars and to 
horsemen in the form of purses about $85,000,000. Harness racing, Quarter 
racing, rodeos, horse shows, riding schools and the breeding industries 
which support all these, will swell the total to over half a billion. If we 
were to spend 5% for research, 3 percentage which most industries would 
consider low, we would have $25,000,000 a year available 

Now let’s look at the record and a pitiful record it is.

The Army Remount Service ceased to 
exist when we mechanised our cavalry. From 1939 to 1941 General Ray- 


mond Kelser, Chief of the Army Veterinary Corps, the man who dev eloped 
the chick embryo method of producing encephalomyelitis vaccine, estab- 
lished at the Front Royal Remount Depot, with the cooperation of General 
Pleas B. Rogers, a large animal clinic which in that short time tsolated 
shipping fever virus in horses and established the relationship between 
opthalmia and riboflavin. At the present time only a relatively small 
amount of work is being carried on at our veterinary colleges and univer- 


sities and by pharmaceutical companies. 
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Horsemen have set up their own 
research organization. The Grayson 
Foundation, since 1940 has made 
grants totalling just under $1,000,- 
COO, about three quarters of which 
has gone to the Universities of Ken- 
tucky and Maryland for work on 
virus abortion and equine influenza 
—which incidentally remain unsol- 
ved problems. Nearly half the money 
was furnished by Delaware Park, 
Hialeah and the New York race- 
tracks. The two latter have with- 
drawn their support so that for 
1957-1958 the Foundation has been 
able to allocate only $41,000 for one 
project—virus abortion at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky. 

What kind of a Sputnik will it 
take to prod horsemen into paying 
for an adequate horse research pro- 
gram, preventive as well as cura- 
tive? A bad epidemic of influenza 
could close down racing, just as a 
bad epidemic of abortion could seri- 
ously cripple the breeding industry. 
Every track in the country, in its 
own selfish interest, should contri- 
bute its share of such a program, 
every breeder should contribute a 
small amount per mare. The horse 
business has grown to its present 
magnitude because of long range 
planning. To neglect the research 
on which the industry is ultimately 
dependent would be the height oj} 
folly. 
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Scholarship 
Dear Sir: 


I found your article on the U. S, 
Equestrian Team scholarship classes in 
your latest issue of The Chronicle (Nov. 
29th) most interesting and informative. 

I am sure that some form of points 
would prove most effective. I think it would 
be better if you ran it under the A.S.P.C.A, 
(Henry Bergh) ruling. You will find more 
of the smaller (town) shows would then 
apply for this class, as they do for the 
Henry Bergh class (You don’t have to be 
a recognized show.) 

At a lot of the smaller shows you will 
have just as good a group of riders as at 
your larger shows. A lot of times they 
probably know more about the care of the 
horse than do some of your riders at the 
larger shows; as many of these don’t take 
care of their own horse and usually ride 
more for the trophies and prize money 
than they do for the spirit and sportsman- 
ship. Quite a few of your older riders are 
inclined to teach their children and stud- 
ents that the only thing to do is get out 
and break yours and your horse’s neck 
(if that’s what it comes to) but get that

Victory In Palos Verdes Handicap

Santa Claus comes onDecember 25 and 
Santa Anita the day after. Though Turf 
addicts of Southern California were com- 
ing off a long fast, they were in excellent 
form and sharp at selecting - four favor- 
ites won on opening day. 

The big race was the six-furlong Palos 
Verdes Handicap, and the customers fixed 
upon Llangollen Farm’s three-year-old 
Nashville as their choice for the added- 
money test. 

For a few furlongs it appeared that 
they had made a wrong guess. The son of 
*Nasrullah-Bonnie Beryl, by Fighting Fox, 
was 12 1/2 lengths behind the pace- setting 
El Khobar after going a quarter of amile. 
Completing a half, he had moved from last 
to ninth place and was only nine lengths 
back, 

Then he began to run, Seeming to pass 
a horse with almost every jump, he got 
into fifth place with an eighth to go and 
mailed the leader in the stretch, drawing 
out to win by | 1/4 lengths. 

El Khobar hung on to beat Noredski 
a length for second money and the latter 
had the same margin over Bold Bazooka. 

Gathering in $14,100 for his victory, 
Nashville put his 1957 earnings at $38, 
775. He has 4 wins in 7 tries. His only 
other stakes score was in the Lakes and 
Flowers Handicap at Hollywood. At two, 


he won 3 races and $26,100. 

Charles Whittingham trains the colt. 
Belair Stud bred him. 

In an effort to get in all of its stakes 
races before the season closes on March 
11, Santa Anita sometimes puts on two 
a day. 

December 28 was such a day, and it 
was a fine one for California champions, 
Old Pueblo, the juvenile star of the West, 
with 5 wins (one through disqualification) 
in 5 starts, added another in the Calif- 
ornia Breeders’ Trial Stakes; and Round 
Table, the outstanding three-year-old, 
took the purse in the Malibu Sequet Stakes. 
Both races are at seven furlongs. Old 
Pueblo covered the distance in i:22 3/5, 
while Round Table made it in 1:22 flat. 

Old Pueblo, the property of Jelks and 
McBean and bred by P. McBean, beat 
Times Ace by 1 3/4 lengths, with Strong 
Bay third. Arcaro rode the winner. 

The gross purse was $29,250, of which 
$17,700 (if my calculations are correct) 
went to Messrs. Jelks and McBean. 

This makes his total $122,970. 

Stakes won were the Cabrillo, Starlet 
(upon the disqualification of Strong Ruler) 
and the Del Mar Futurity. 

R, L. Wheeler trains him. 

Round Table won by a head over Sean- 
een, but was carrying 130 pounds (includ- 


ing Bill Shoemaker) to the place horse’s 
114, Mystic Eye was third. 

The $16,550 collected by Owner Travis 
M. Kerr put Round Table’s '57 earnings 
at $600,258. 

It was the 15th victory in 22 starts for 
the *Princequillo colt. He has been second 
once and third 3 times. 

Bred by Claiborne Farm, Round Table 
was foaled by Knight’s Daughter, a daught- 
er of Sir Cosmo, 

Willie Molter trains him.

and Round Table in the Trenton Handicap, 
at Garden State on November 9, Wheatley 
Stable’s Bold Ruler was named Champion 
three-year-old and Horse of the Year in 
TURF & SPORT DIGEST’S annual poll of 
the Nation’s leading sports authorities. Of 
the 175 writers and sportcasters voting, 
78 called Bold Ruler the best of all. 
Ralph Lowe’s *Gallant Man and Mrs. 
Charles Ulrick Bay’s Idun were tied 
for second place with 28 each. 

Other horses receiving one or more 
votes as best of the year were Round 
Table, Dedicate, Neji, the steeplechase 
star, Swoon’s Son, Bardstown and Jewel’s 
Reward. 

Maine Chance Farm’s Jewel's Reward, 
which earned $349,642, establishing anew 
figure for two-year-olds, rolled up 333 
points to lead the juvenile males. (Three 
points for a first choice, two for a second 
and one for a third.) Claiborne Farm’s 
Nadir finished in second place with 293. 

Idun was a standout among the two- 
year-old fillies, rolling up 513 points 
against 304 for the runner-up, Mrs. George 
Zauderer’s Poly Hi. 

Dedicate, owned by Mrs. Jan Burke, 
collected 416 points to lead in the handi- 
cap division - horses four years old and 
up. E. Gay Drake’s Swoon’s Son finished 
in second place with 254 points, and 
Calumet Farm’s Bardstown was third 
with 223, 

In the voting for best three-year-old, 
Bold Ruler amassed a total of 436 points, 
*Gallant Man was second with 322 and 
Round Table, third, with 249, 

In determining division champions, 
writers were asked to name their top 
three choices in each division, and name 
one horse as the best of the year.

TRA ELECTS 

At the annual convention of the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Associations, James D. 
Stewari, vice-president and general man- 
ager of Hollywood Park, California, was 
re-elected president. Also returned to 
office were: as secretary, James E, Dooley 
of Narragansett Park; as treasurer, John 
A. Morris; and as executive secretary, 
Spencer Drayton. New directors elected 
were Donald P. Ross, president of 
Delaware Park; Robert Strub, son of Dr, 
Charles H. Strub, executive vice-president 
of Santa Anita Park; and Walter Donovan, 
of Garden State Park,Hialeah and Tanforan. 


RACING TAXATION 

In addressing the annual convention 
of the Thoroughbred Racing Associations, 
president James D. Stewart pointed out 
that from 1942 to 1956 betting had in- 
creased 31l per cent, but that state taxes 
on betting had increased 704 per cent. 
Purse distribution during this period in- 
creased 329 per cent. 


FRENCH AND BRITISH PURSES 

In an article in the December issue 
of “‘The British Racehorse”, John 
Romanet estimates that the average 
British purse is 390 pounds and the 
average French purse, 534 pounds. The 
average net earnings perrunner in Britain 
is 213 pounds as compared with 374 pounds 
in France. This gives France an advantage 
of 36 per cent per race run and 75 per 
cent per runner. 


BLUE BONNETS 

Blue Bonnets Raceway near Montreal, 
Canada’s major Thoroughbred racecourse 
through 1954 when it was turned into a 
trotting track, has been sold by the heirs 
of Joseph Cattaranich, who built it in 
1907, to Trans Canada Corporation Funds 
headed by J. Louis Levesque. Harness 
racing will continue at Blue Bonnets in 
1958, but it is planned to provide for night 
Thoroughbred racing by 1959. 


DISTAFF SPECIAL AWARDS 

In connection with Delaware Park’s 
“Distaff Big Three’® - the Delaware 
Handicap, the Delaware Oaks and the 
New Castle Handicap - there are unique 
nominator - breeder awards for both 
nominators and breeders of the first 
four place winners in the Delaware Handi- 
cap provided these winners have previous- 
ly started in one or both of the other two 
races. 


N.Y. RECORD REVENUE 

During the year 1957, the State of 
New York received from both Thor- 
oughbred and harness tracks, the record 
sum of $76,432,834.29 in taxes on pari- 
mutel betting. Both attendance and bett- 
ing at Thoroughbred tracks were up as 
compared with last year. 
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MARYLAND RACING 1957 

Despite the cancellation of seven days 
of the Pimlico Fall Race Meeting, racing 
at the major Maryland tracks in 1957 
showed an increase of 9.9 per cent in 
attendance and 4.9 per cent in betting. 


WATERFORD PARK PLANS 

James Edwards, of Audley Farm, 
Berryville, Va., new president of Water- 
ford Park, Chester, W. Va., and Horace 
Wade, general manager, racing secretary 
and director of publicity, plan to make a 
number of improvements including the 
repair of barns and living quarters for 
stable personnel and to the grandstand and 
clubhouse. Purses will also be raised. It 
is estimated that about 7,000,000 people 
live within a 50-mile radius of the track. 


<UARTER HORSE STAKES 

Ruidoso Downs, Ruidoso, New Mexico, 
has established a futurity for two-year- 
old quarter horses which will have its 
inaugural running September 7, 1959, and 
which is expected to gross $50,000 or 
better, making it the richest quarter 
horse race in the world,

occasional bye-days. Visitors or stran- 
gers are permitted to hunt - for details 
contact the Honorary Secretary of the 
hunt. Accommodations at the Lee Highway 
Hotel, Sperryville, 1 mile from the ken- 
nels. Hunters can be rented, contact W, 
G, Eastham, Amissville - telephone Gray- 
son 2562. Point-to-Point first Saturday 
in March at Sperryville, Virginia. Hounds 
went out 54 times last season. 

The opening months of the 1957-58 
season give ample evidence that The 
Rappahannock Hunt retains its two tradi- 
tional faces: the official Wednesday-Sat- 
urday fixture-card face and the spontan- 
eous ‘‘country” face. We shan’t record 
for you our good days during this past 
fall when hounds packed so well you could 
cover them with the proverbial blanket; 
nor the arduous hunt during which hounds 
stayed steady to their fox for three hours 
in spite of the field’s seeing two deer 
cross the track, We shan’t detail the 
warm hospitality of our Hunt Breakfast 
hosts who provide the setting for our 
pleasant fall and winter gatherings. These 
memorable hunting highlights and agree- 
able social times are experienced with 
relish by all in their own chosen territor- 
ies. These are the good things we who 
hunt know so well. Every fixture card 
promises similar pleasures. 

But we shall mention the other face - 
the irresistible Sunday face - of the 
Rappahannock Hunt. It is perhaps un- 
usual; it is certainly ‘‘old-timie’’. We, 
therefore, think it might be of interest. 

In our country, no one ever plans to 


hunt on Sunday ... this is probably a 
fraternal selfdeception, but that’s the 
way it is. During the wind-up of our 


regular Saturday hunt, ‘‘many-mouthed” 
rumor whispers the word that we are to 
meet tomorrow at a certain hour at 
such-and-such a farm. Everyone is either 
shocked or non-commital, or finds such 
a suggestion impossible, especially those 
with a string of one horse. 

However, the next day, way before the 
appointed hour, at the appointed place, all 
types of vehicles start rolling in. Anyone 
who has a herbiverous animal with four 
legs that doesn’t have to be home too 
early for milking may show up. Work 
horses, mules, ponies, old pensioners, 
(that haven’t seen a barn since their pre- 
war hunting careers), young ones, old 
ones, tired ones, fit ones, fat ones, grass- 
fed ones and green-as-grass ones appear 
for an occasional Sunday hunt. 

The fields, seldom large - sometimes 
a dozen, sometimes twenty or thirty - 
include friends and neighbors, current 
and retired Army, elegant deep-seated 
old-timers, weekend guests, adjacent hunt 
masters on busman’s Holiday, and every- 
body’s children as well as regular hunt 
members. These meets are varied to say 
the least, always fun, and somewhat “‘lais- 
sez faire”, in that the ‘‘knowing”’ hunters 
feel free to ride their own line after 


hounds according to their respective di- 
agnoses of the situation. 

We have noticed a stunning fact about 
our Seventh-Day foxes. Regardless of 
what time we cast hounds - it may be 
9 A.M., it may be | P.M. - we usually 
find a fox at two o’clock, Our considered 
observation is that there exists a certain 
element in the fox population which, on 
the Sabbath, likes a bit of sport about 
that hour. The Two O’clock Fox is a 
clever fellow who has his earth well in 
mind before he lets himself be jumped. 
He is seldom caught short, often he 
briskly circles two wooded ‘‘mountains”, 
runs along an old path which used to be 
the coachroad between Charlottesville and 
Washington (when George Washington vis- 
ited Thomas Jefferson); then he goes 
firmly to earth in an inaccessible cliff 
close to where he was started. Other 
times, in the ‘‘little Washington” area, he 
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will run as straight as a deer, carrying 
the pack over ten miles from one well 
established earth to another... a regular 
Captain’s Paradise! 

The Siren song of the Sunday hunt is 
hard to resist, not only because of the 
interesting habits of our Blue Ridge foxes, 
but because the Rappahannock territory 
is a big, old-fashioned Virginia country 
that asks to be hunted. Antique but stout- 
layed rail fences, slightly disreputable 
stone walls, and hurricane-felled timber 
provide natural, negotiable obstacles for 
strong-jumping handy horses. With in- 
genuity a field can follow the pack; and 
with a good pack you are sure to find. 
For foxhunters, this happy union of cir- 
cumstances is a modern rarity. ‘Twould 
be folly to give it only perfunctory at- 
tention.

I have ridden for several years now 
and eventually progressed to the point of 
qualifying myself and my horse for the 
Open U.S.E.T. Three-Day Event held this 
September at Colorado Springs. I went into 
training as best | knew how. | was under 
a gruelling schedule set up by Col. R. L. 
Robertson who was also preparing for the 
event. People from all over started arriv- 
ing and we began to pool our knowleige 
and everyone aided one another. This, of 
course, was of great value because people 
like Jeb Wofford, who had been through 
many such events, could always lend a 
helping hand. As the days of the trials 
approached everyone started polishing up 
on little points and tension grew. 

On Friday the dressage test got under 
way. My position was seventh and as I 
rode into the ring to salute the judges 
my mind started to become a blank. 
However, I managed to finish fifth for the 
day, despite a slow start. 

On the second day through on small 
slip-up, I threw away three months of 
hard work. On the steeplechase course 
coming into my last turn, I failed to see 
the unclearly marked red barrel and took 
it on my left, becoming instantly dis- 
qualified. This was a heartbreaking ex- 


perience, and one I’m sure every bit as 
discouraging as that of Jonas Irbinskas 
on the third day when he failed to cross 
the finish line after a beautiful go. But 
experience is what I was lacking which 
can only be gained from constant train- 
ing and learning under proper teaching. 

I would like to prepare a horse for the 
‘59 Grand Prix de Dressage try outs. In 
order to do this I am told that I must stop 
my studies and dive into it whole heartedly.

If I did this would I be able to afford the 
huge expense and would I ever develop to 
the point that people now on the U.S.E.T. 
team with all its training facilities have 
reached? 

The scholarship is the answer to the 
prayers of many riders in my situation 
who feel thaere is the ability and eager- 
ness to prove beneficial, if ever given the 
chance to develop. I feel that applicants 
for such scholarships should be consider- 
ed on a number of points. For example, 
the people who turn in the best dressage 
ride during a Three Day Event might run 
into difficulty later on asIdid, and become 
disqualified. I feel these people and people 
in similar situations should be kept track 
of after such a national event and present- 
ed with the possibility of developing the 
particular talent which they may have 
exhibited. 

Obviously I am not the only one who 
would grasp a chance to further develop 
the training of my horse and myself 
under the excellent eyes of a U.S.E.T. 
training center. I certainly feel that many 
riders like myself, who are now more or 
less at a standstill waiting for that boost, 
would greatfully accept such an opportunity 
to further what we all love best and 
become a credit to the faith the U.S.E.T. 
had put in us.

a definition to satisfy many who are 
interested?” 

So writes a correspondent. A little 
over a century ago Robert Surtees (in 
‘The Analysis of the Hunting Field’) con- 
fessed himself mystified with the term, 
then in common use but now never heard 
in an age when horsemen & horsewomen 
no longer have a liveried mounted servant 
in attendance, and when not many have 
second horses out in the hunting field, 

Surtees wrote: 

‘*We do not know whence the ‘pad 
groom’ derives his title, nor indeed what, 
in a ‘Castle of Indolence’, would be 
considered the legitimate duties of the 
office. In our ignorance we have con- 
founded them with second horseman, 
though we believe there is a distinction 
without much difference. The pad groom, 
forms the sort of appendage to his master, 
while the second horseman may flourish 
about the country, so long as he keeps 
on the line of hounds. The pad groom should 
act as pioneer, and be always ready to 
ram through a bullfinch, or blind fence. 
He should be an adept at opening gates. 

The mounted servant in attendance on 
children, young ladies or their master, 
both when hacking and hunting, was a pad 
groom. He was there as body guard to deal 
with any emergency or difficulty which 
might arise, to hold the horses of those he 
accompanied when they made a call, to open 
gates, adjust saddlery, act as chaperone, 
watch over the safety of those he attended 
and lead them to the shorted way home.

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THE CHARLES M. RUSSELL BOOK, BY 
HAROLD McCRACKEN, LOUBLEDAY & 
CO., N. Y. $18.50 and $28.00. 

Charles M. Russell, one of the best of 
the illustrators and painters of the Ameri- 
can West, was also one of its last real 
cowboys. Born in St. Louis, Missouri in 
1864, and briefly educated at a New Jersey 
military school, he began his life among 
the ‘‘hoss-wranglers” when he stepped off 
a stage-coach in Helena, Montana just 
before his sixteenth birthday. He saw the 
streets lined with freight outfits, bull 
teams with their dusty whackers, some 
swinging sixteen-foot lashes with rifle- 
like reports over seven and eight yoke 
teams, and their strings of profanity as 
long and hide-blistering as their whips. 
He saw mule-skinners, jerk-line men, and 
just plain cowboys. And, most importantly, 
perhaps, he saw the red men, standing 
or riding in that quiet way of theirs, 
wearing skin leggings and robes against 
the weather. Looking at it all for the 
first time, Charlie Russell knew he had 
found the country he would make his home. 
He did not know that he would become 
one of its greatest pictorial historians. 

From his earliest years, he exhibited 
considerable talent as a sketcher, and from 
the beginning his drawings had only one 
subject - the wild West. As he rode up 
and down the Montana territory, taking 
everything in, riding herd day and night, 
living with trappers, cattle outfits, and 
even with the Indians, he continued to 
sketch and paint, both in oils and water 
colors, and to model his subjects in wax 
and clay. Generally, he painted only for his 
own enjoyment and that of his friends, and 
commonly gave his work away. Gradually 
his wholly self-nurtured talent became 
known among the cow-punchers throughout 
the territory, and his fame began to spread 
beyond its borders. By the time he married 
he was sufficiently well-known so that his 
wife, Nancy, could begin to turn some of 
his work into household money. And by 
the time his long and happy life had run 
its course, his paintings were commanding 
attention in the world of serious art. 
Like Frederic Remington, he was a pro- 
lific producer, and his talent was spent 
on everything from bronze sculptures to 
illustrated post cards. Appreciation of him 
today has grown to such an extent that 
some of his post cards have sold for as 
high as $5000, and, in the summer of 1956, 
one of his watercolors went for $35,000. 


Russell was also a writer, expressing 
himself in a wry sort of prose much in 
the vein of his good friend, Will Rogers. 


His books, TRAILS PLOWED UNDER 
and GOOD MEDICINE, were both published 
by Doubleday, in 1927 and 1929 respec- 
tively. In TRAILS PLOWED UNDER, 
Charlie had this to say about talent: 
‘*To have talent is no credit to its owner; 
what man can’t help he should get neither 
credit nor blame for-it’s not his fault. 
I am an illustrator. There are lots better 
ones, but some worse. Any man that can 
make a living doing what he likes is 
lucky, and I’m that. Any time I cash in 
now, I win.’*” When Charlie died in 1926, 
he was a winner indeed, in his own terms 
and in terms of his art. For he had won, 
and is still winning, admirers among art- 
lovers, and friends among those who love 
the West. THE CHARLES M, RUSSELL 
BOOK, compiled and written by Harold 
McCracken and published by Doubleday, 
serves as the memorial and definitive 
biography of the man, and presents a 
wide selection of his great work. 


BAILY‘S HUNTING DIRECTORY 1957- 
1958, LONDON, VINTON ANDCOMPANY, 
1957, pp. 420, 3 MAPS, 

This is the 52nd annual edition of 
**Baily’s Hunting Directory’’, otherwise 
known as the Foxhunter’s Bible. In it are 
listed all the packs of foxhounds, harriers, 
staghounds, draghounds, beagles, basset 
hounds and otter hounds in the English 
speaking countries which are ‘“‘organ- 
ized’’, that is which are hunted regularly, 
usually with a staff in livery, on notice 
to the sportsmen of the countryside and 
during the daytime. There are in all an 
even 400 of such packs in the British 
Isles as compared with a total of 153 for 
the remaining countries including Europe, 
India, Pakistan, Australia and New Zea- 
land, Africa, Canada, Iraq and the United 
States of America. Actually the European 
hunts are limited to the British regiments 
stationed in Germany and to five hunts in 
Belgium, Holland, Spain and Italy. The 
many organized packs which hunt stag, 
roebuck and wild boar in France and 
other European countries are not included. 

These various packs pursue foxes, 
both red and gray, coyotes, jackals, the 
British and European hare, American 
jack and cottontail rabbits, red and roe 
deer and otter, as well as fox litter and 
anise seed bags. 

Also included are the awards in the 
principal English, Irish, Canadian and 
American Foxhound, Beagle and Basset 
Shows, as well as the awards in the Brit- 
ish and Irish Puppy Shows of Foxhounds, 
Harriers, Beagles and Bassets. The min- 
utes of the annual meetings of the various 
associations are also given and there is a 
page devoted to “‘Notes on Hunting in 
America’, To all interested in hunting 
the volume is quite as essential as the 
telephone book.

IMPROVEMENT OF THE BREED 

Next time one of your non-horseman 
firends (if non-horsemen can be consider- 
ed as real friends) curls up his lip and 
sneers, ‘‘Thoroughbred racing is for the 
improvement of the breed - HAI”’ you can 
curl up your lip and sneer right back, 
Here’s why. 

In Tangiers, the employees of a local 
track wanted higher pay. That not un- 
naturally led to somewhat of a difference 
of opinion between the employees and the 
track management. Both sides remained 
adamant and the case was taken to the 
courts. 

The crux of the matter, as far as the 
French courts were concerned, was wheth- 
er horse racing is entertainment or is 
another of the many phases of ‘‘improve- 
ment of the breed of livestock”’. If racing 
is merely entertainment, it falls under 
one department of the government; but, 
if racing is conducted for the betterment 
of the Thoroughbred, it falls under (log- 
ically enough) the jurisdiction of the Min- 
istry of Agriculture. If the former, araise 
for the employees was in order. If the 
latter, no raise. 

This thing finally worked its way clear 
up to the Supreme Court of France to 
which body those of us who are fond of 
Thoroughbred racing can give one deep 
bow (or curtsey). The Court decided that 
the improvement of the Thoroughbred is 
the object of Thoroughbred racing. 

You better take a few practise sneers 
in front of the mirror before you try this 
on one of the infidels so you'll be sure to 
have a proper sneer ready.

MALLEY MAGUIRE’S VIEWPOINT 

(EDITOR’S NOTE: The following are 
extracts from an interview between Col- 
umnist Tom O'Reilly and Malley Maguire, 
former show ring rider, who now drives 
a one-ton truck filled with everything in 
the tack line to horse events throughout 
New England. When Malley was a boy at 
the Roxbury (Mass.) Mission School and 
drove a team of work horses for a con- 
tractor in the afternoon, he was hit by a 
Boston streetcar and suffered a fractured 
skull from whence he received the nick- 
name of ‘‘Mallet-Head,”’ later shortened to 
Malley.) 

**Running horse trainers are very 
medicine conscious. That’s because the 
runners are subject to so many ailments. 
It is my opinion that most running horses 
are overtrained and race-tracked to death. 
They are at the track too much and are 
drilled too much. Some trainers train and 
some just strain. 

‘*When an athlete gets himself dead 
fit, he doesn’t try to hold that peak forever. 
He realizes he would go stale. But some 
trainers try to keep a horse in that stage 
all the time. Then the horses _ suffer 
ailments. So the trainers are constantly 
buying different leg paints, antiphlogistine, 
numotizene and pultice powders. This 
goes on all season, from March 5 to 
December 5. 

**I would describe the trotting horse 
man as very conservative. He buys only 
the equipment he needs. He knows what he 
needs, too. He is a very astute horseman, 
I think trotting horse men are more know- 
ledgeable because they train and race 
their own horses. Their conservatism 
comes from the fact that they race for 
smaller purses. Since they race at an 
unnatural gait they must know how to 
‘hang up’ a horse. They know where to put 
those hopples. This is of great importance, 
If they are not ‘hung up’ properly they 
are likely to ‘break’ and cause trouble. 

**It strikes me that today’s show horse 
people have become completely com- 
mercial. The old-timers were in it for 
sport. Today’s show horse owners are 
quick to turn a horse deal. In fact more 
than half of them seem to be in business. 
Although they are good customers for my 
tack, most of them are salesmen at heart, 
Of course, the horsemen around here 
accuse me of being an owner, too. rl 
admit that I have had a hand in some 20 
deals at the running tracks during the 
past year. But these things just happen to 
me. The fellows know I get around and 
when they want to sell something or buy 
something they often confide in me. But, 
actually, I am in the horse supply 
business.**
